Among the recent 
clippings called to our attention 
is one published August 4, 1944, 
John Bice is quoted as wonder- 
ing “if he would see as many 
changes in the next 20 years as 
he has during the first 23 years 
of his service in the post office.”

City 
letter carrier service was started 
iin December, 1922 with Mr. Bice 
and Mr. McMasters being the 
irst carriers.

Hearing Tonight 
On Amendment 
To R-3 Zoning 


Tonight Upland Planning com- 
mission , will conduct a_ hearing 
at 7:30 o’clock on the proposed 
amendment to the city zoning or- 
dinance at its regular March meet- 
ing in the city hall council cham- 
bers, according to Mrs. Lillian 
Schubert, Commission secretary. 

A Commission committee pre- 
pared the amendment and -pre- 
sented it to Upland city council, 
which referred it back to the Com- 
mission for a public hearing Fol- 
lowing tonight’s hearing, the 
amendment will again’ be submit- 
ted to the Council and a second 
hearing called. 

AFFECTS SIDE 
REAR YARDS 

The amendment modifies re- 
quirements for side and rear yards 
in the multiple dwelling zones of 
the: city, with the proposed re- 
quirements listed. as follows: 

‘Phat accessory buildings located 
in a required rear yard be lo- 
cated not less than 15 feet from 
the center line of any existing: er 
proposed alley. 

That main buildings (a build- 
ing cortaining a dwelling unit or 
living quarters of any-kind) sha!l 
be loeated not less than 20 feet 
from the center line of any exist- 
ing or proposed alley. 

That where no alleys exist or 
are. proposed, the main building 
shall conformsto the provisions of 
the zoning ordinance and there 
shall. be a rear yard of not less 
than 20 feet. 


SIDE YARD 





ENTRANCES 

When a residential structure 
has a required entrance in the 
side ‘yard, said structure shall be 
at least 10 feet from the side lot 
line. 

That all buildings in Multiple 
Residential Zonings districts shall 
have their access to a dedicated 
street, and that no permits shall 
be granted for any _ residential 
structure which depends solely on 
alleys for all ingress and egress. 

All interested citizens are wel- 
come to attend all public hearings.

Study and re-evaluation of the 
effect of having college and high 
school near each other were rec- 
ommended by Mr. Wadsworth. 
He pointed out changes which 
have taken place since the ar 
rangement of the campus which 
gave south and north portions 
to the high school and college 
campuses, with a series of build 
ings in the center which are shar-

college student body older today 
than in the early years of Chaf- 
fey, Mr. Wadsworth pointed out 
the difficultY in providing the 
needed college atmosphere for 
the older students when they are 
so near the high school.

Three possibilities for expan- 
sion previously introduced to the 
Finance Advisory committee 
were discussed by the director, 
who forecast that housing facili- 
ties for 2,000 students with voca- 
tional curricula would fill the 
present North campus and the 
space north of Fifth street own- 
ed by Chaffey if the college 
keeps its present location.

‘Local Citrus 


Ranchers Topic 
For Article 


Two Upland citrus ranchers, 
Robert H. Cameron. 320° West 
Eighteenth street, and Fred W. 
Dundas, 415 West Nineteenth 
street, and their method for re- 
building citrus orchards were the 
topics for a story by D. M. Ruth- 
erford, featured in the January 
issue of the California Citrograph, 
a magazine of the citrus industry. 

The first paragraph of the story 
provides an introduction to the 
detailed account. It reads as fol- 
lows: “Adversity, in the form of 
quick decline of orange trees, has 
been ‘a challenge to two citrus 
growers in the north Upland sec- 
tion of San Bernardino county. 
Confronted with the advance of 
the decline disease in orange trees 
on sour rootstock, Robert Camer- 
on and Fred Dundas have top- 
worked five-acre and _ ten-acre 
blocks of lemons, using the best 
Strains available.” 

Second paragraph of the story 
reports that “Mr. Cameron has a 
total of 28 acres of citurs, lemons 
and oranges, and Mr. Dundas 
farms 55 acres, a small part of 
which they operate in partner- 
ship, as well as using some equip- 
ment in joint ownership. Farm 
Advisor Roy Southwick, a citrus 
man of long experience, has col 
laborated with them in the hor 
ticultural details. As he explains 
it, the objective has been to make 
the transition with as few “dry 
years,” financially speaking, as 
possible. How they are accom 
plshing this is the essence of this 
report.”

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| Home Built Of Concrete Slab 


Carwells Utilize 


Discarded Material 


What happens to the concrete 
walks and paving that must be 
torn up and moved away? 

At least, many tons .of the mat- 
erials are in the outside walls of 
the James Carwell residence at 
8803 Baker avenue. It took 20 
tons of mortar to fill the gaps be- 
tween the jagged edges of the 
broken up concrete and stone. 

The house is on the northwest 
corner of a 15-acre tract on Baker 
avenue some distance south of 

Ninth street. Before the new 
residence was ready for occupan- 
cy the family resided in a small- 
er dwelling on the property. 

“After my reguiar working 
hours and on weekends, I haulea 
from the city dumps and other 
places“ any concrete slab that 
would be usable,” Mr. Carwell ex- 
plained. A huge chunk of the 
slab breaks up into usable sizes 
after a few whacks with a big 
sledge hammer. 

“T have personally ' handled 
every piece of rock in those 
walls,’ he continued and pointed 
to the residence. “I broke the 
big discarded pieces into smal] 
enough bits so I could sift them 
into my two-wheel trailer and 
bring them to the building site.” 
His wife was a big assist to 
him in helping place the concrete 
blocks and mortar. 

Steel pillars were erected to 
support the roof. Roof beams 
are former poles used by utili- 
ties. 

Inside walls in the living room 
are many colors of rocks select- 
ed in many parts of Arizona and 
Coloradv, An attractive color 
scheme in rock formations was 
carried out in forming a unique 
interior color arrangements. : 
Containing nearly 1,100 square 
feet, the residence is arranged 
for easy living with all ultra mod- 
ern conveniences.

Juvenile delinquency is up 29 per cent in 
the last five years and a million children be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 17 are getting into 
the hands of the police annually. 

A senate committee headed by Senator 
Hendrickson of New Jersey found that children 
of the well-to-do as well as the poor are in- 
volved.

ledge of being loved.

“There has never been 
any real feeling of security for them. By the 
time they «re aware of what was happening 
in the world, the nation was at war. Then 
came the Korean war. Now they are bom- 
barded with fears of communism... ” 

It is perhaps the. greatest tragedy of the 
times that today’s fitful world is the best that 
has ever been known by young people who are 
in their most impressionable years. Surely, 
parents Who love all children because they 
love their own so much, owe them a special 
measure of thought and effort for their future.

Rules Given For 
Chaffey Track 
Invitational 


Chaffey Invitational track an'd 
field meet gets underway Satur- 
day with the preliminaries start- 
ing at 10 a.m. and the finals at 
1 p.m, Each ‘of the 38 high 
schools planning to attend the 
open meet is allowed two entries 
in track events, and three entries 
in field events. 

Scoring will be on the basis of 
four places, scored 5, 3, 2 and 1 
points, with four medals award- 
ad, in the individual events. The 
relays are also scored 5, 3, 2 and 
1, the winning team only receiv- 
ing medals. 

An athlete may be entered in 
one track and two field events or 
one field and two track events in 
addition to the relay in the open 
meet. No boy may enter. more 
than one race of 440 yards or 
longer. 

As in all California Interscholas- 
tic federation meets, coaches will 
remain in the stands. Athletes 
will also stay in.the stands until 
their event is called. 

By vote. of the participating 
schools, a boy who is in his first 
four semesters of attendance at 
school, after completion of eighth 
grade, may compete as a novice, 
if he had not prior to January 
1, 1954, earned a Class “A” track 
letter and had not prior to that 
date been a point winner in an 
open event in a league or invita- 
tional meet. 

Such a thinclad may enter either 
novice or open events but not 
both. A novice may enter but 
two events and relay, and may 
not enter more than one race of 
220 yards or longer, relay except- 
ed. A school is limited to two 
entries in each novice track: or 
field event. Except as otherwise 
provided the rules for » novice 
events will be the same as for 
open events.
